28 MEN KILLED 
BY EXPLOSION Ih 
TENNESSEE MINE 


Six Bodies Found by Res- 
cue Workers Mile From 
Scene of Gas and Dust 
Blast. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROCKFORD, Tenn., Oct. 5.-— 


Two more bodies, making a total of 
six, were removed at 11:10 o’clock 
today from the Roane Iron Mining 
Co. mine, where 28 men are be- 
lieved to have perished In an ex- 
plosion in the Rodgers’ entry yes- 
terday. Those brought out were 
Clarence Stevens, who had previ- 
ously been identified in the mine, 
and his laborer, Philip Gallion. 
There are believed to be 22 still 


in the mine. 
Will and Arthur Teague, who 


were within three-quarters of ar 
mile of the explosion, escaped in- 
jury and gas fumes by beating 
themselves when they heard the 
blast. They sought to rescue one 
of the two injured, G. E. Boles, but 
failed. Boles and Eddie Davis 
later were found unconscious. 

Two nundred miners are said to 
have been working in the No. 2 en- 
try at the time of the explosion, but 
only 32 were in the Rodgers entry 
where the explosion trapped the 
men in a manner similar to that 
which took a toll of 12 lives 
in almost the same location in July, 
1925. 

Bodies Badly Charred. 

Bodies found have been partial- 
ly identified as George Riddell, 
W. Cc. Elliott, Gaither Smith and /| 
Harry Lingo, though positive iden- | 
tification was made virtually im- | 
possible by their charred condi. | 
tion and the decapitation of one. | 

The condition of the bodies of 
Riddell and Elliott indicated, ac- | 
cording to mine officials, that they | 
were only stunned by the blast it- | 
self and succumbed later to the | 
“after damp.” | 

Anxious relatives, mothers with | 
babies in their arms, waited at the | 
mouth of the entry for the rescue | 
workers to emerge. All of them | 
brought the same discouraging re- | 
ports—that no life could exist with- 
in a quarter or half mile of the 
scene of the blast. 

The explosion occurred in one of 
the furthermost regions of the 
mine, nearly three miles from the | 
mouth of the entry and approxi- 
mately 800 feet under the moun- 
tain side.

Senator. Hay spoke here last night, 
and will speak in Fayette tonight 
and in Louisiana later in the week. 

Though it has refused to admit | 
publicly that there was any dis- 
satisfaction among rural Demo-/| 
crats with Hawes, it is known the 
organization has been concerned 
about the possibility of many rural | 
Democrats staying at home on 
election day because of Hawes’ ad- 
vocacy of liberalization of the Vol-| 
stead act. | 

Hey put the issue squarely up to | 
the “drys” that in the senatorial | 
campaign they had to choose be- 
tween a “wet” Republican and a/| 
“wet” Democrat and asserted | 
that he had not the slightest diffi- | 
culty in preferring the “wet”? Dem- | 
ocrat. He justified his support of | 
Hawes on the ground of Hawes 
candor, and on the fact thai on all 
other issues than that of amend-| 
ment of the Volstead act Hawes | 
and all real Democrats, whether | 
wet or dry, stood together.

T IS a huge joke to read some 

of the letters these people in 

the county write about regard- 
ing annexation—such as smoke and 
lights—think of the very. serious 
things that we must consider such 
as schools, sewers, water, taxes and 
transportation. Can you imagine a 
poor man, with four or five chil- 


dren ready to enter high school be-

MADISON, Wis., Oct. 6.—Educa- 
tors are approaching the task of 
making university graduates some- 
thing more than specialists in cir- 
cumsceribed: fields, or storehouses of 
purposeless learning. One of the 
first laboratories fur developing 
greater and more useful enjoyment 
of advanced education will be the 
University of Wisconsin, where an 
experimental college, a sort of 
university within a university, is 
being set up. 

Glenn Frank, the youthful jour- 
nalist and educator, sat in his of- 
fice and in characteristic phrase- 
ology, unfolded for the first time 
some new ideas, unusual thoughts 
and conclusions, grounded in his 
first year’s experience as president 
of the university. 

Frank Only 39 Years Old. 

It was his thirty-ninth birthdav 
anniversary. He was as alert and 
enthusiastic AS when he came to 
Madison slightly more than a year 
ago. 

His European trip in the summer 
had given him rest after the tiring 
round of last winter and spring. 
He was back from brief but inti- 
mate contact with some of the 
great minds abroad. 

“Mass education has produced 
new problems in university educa- 
tion,”’ the writer ventured. “What 
you consider the dangers of 
present teaching methods, and

FRENCH CRITICISM 


‘Stresemann of Trying to 
Create Rift’ Between 
Poincare and Briand.

PARIS, Oct. 5—Premier Poin- 


care now believes that the Wash- 
ington debt agreement must be 
ratified by the French Parliament 
as it was approved by Ambassador 
Berenger and Andrew W. Mellon, 


the American Secretary of the 


Treasury. 

The Premiet, who has. always 
opposed the debt agreement be- 
cause of the absence of a guaran- 
tee clause to protect France in her 
payments should Germany fail to 
meet her reparations obligations, is 
ready to complete ratification with 
reservations which would figure ‘n 
the Official Journal without being 
part of the act of ratification. 

These oral reservations would 
have no effect upon the validity of 
the ratification as far as the Unit- 
ed States is concerned. It is con- 
tended that while the reservations 
would not affect the validity of the 
ratificdtion, they would offset ad- 
verse criticism of the Government 
by the hostile elements in Parlia-

The senior Circuit Judges are disturbed over the 
crowded condition of Federal Court dockets. They | 
‘recommend that additional Judges be appointed. | 
They think dead cases should be stricken from court | 
Tecords. Dead cases are defined as those which | 
‘might have been brought to trial, but in which no) 
}action has been taken within a year, and in which | 
the parties are not ready to proceed after receiving | 
30 days’ notice. | 

There may be among these “dead” cases many live | 
ones, many which involve serious offenses which | 
should be prosecuted. But an emergency exists in 
the Federal courts and measures which might be | 
considered rash at other times must be considered | 
to relieve the congestion. The congestion is the re- 
sult of the march toward Federal empire, of the as 
sumption by the central government of powers and 
duties that even 20 years ago no one dreamed it | 
should have. 

More Federal laws, more Federal Judges. Since we 
have Federal laws now on nearly every phase of per- | 
sonal and business activity, it follows we must have 

-more Judges to try offenses against them. or we must 
curtail the Federal Government's interference in mat- 
ters which properly belong to the states and to the 
local governments. 

With the latter alternative, however, the senior | 
Circuit Judges are not concerned. Their business is 
to keep the Federal courts abreast of Federal Court 
business. It is the people who must be concerned 
with the basic difficulties against which the Fed- 
eral courts are contending. It is the people who 
must save the Federal courts from @egenerating per 
manently tnto“super-police courts. :

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SEEKS $20,000,000 
FOR WATERWAYS WORK 


Mississippi . Valley Association 
to Demand Completion of 
Work in 5 Years. 


The Mississippi Valley Associa- 
tion will gather its forces—-469 
trade, agricultural, civic and wa- 


terway organizations ip 26 states— 
at its eighth annual convention 
Nov. 22 and 23, in St. Louis, for a 
drive for completion of “the back- 
bone of the nation’s waterways” 
within five years. 

It wik be introduced in a bill to 
Congress in December, and the val- 
ley association means to put it up 
to Congress itn a way which will 
leave no room for equivocation or 
delay. The program contemplates 
expenditure of about $200, 000,000 
irtfive years to have the major wa- 
terways of the Mississippi system 
completed. 

The association has been instru- 
mental in development of inland 
waterways to their present stage. 
Its work is nearly over. Success 
of previous ventures in waterways, 
notably the operation of the Fed- 
eral barge line on the Lower Mis- 
sissippi at a profit to shippers, op- 
erators and consumers, has created 
public support considered likely to 
accomplish the last big task—-the 
five-year program. 

Appropriations Uncertain. 

“The waterways are out of the 
wilderness,” was the jubilant an- 
nouncement at the close of last 
year’s convention here, and James 


E. Smith, president of the associa- 
tion and “Moses” of-that pilgrim- 
age, echoed the thought today in 


discussing the coming session. 

“We have come to the point in 
our national development wten 
river transportation must be re- 
garded in its largest aspects,” Smith 
said. “The uncertainties of annua!) 
appropriations, their piecemeal na- 
ture and the likelihood of opposi- 
tion arising from regional preju- 
dices and jealousies make it im- 
perative that a definite, concrete 
and comprehensive plan. be out- 
lined. and not only outlined, but 
carried into execution.” 

Regional Prejudice Problem. 

A striking example of “regional 
prejudice’ occurred in the passing 
by the House last June of the cur- 
rent Rivers and Harbors bill, aft- 
er a session which lasted from 11 


o’clock one morning to 1 the fol- 
lowing morning and was described 
as a “rough and tumble fight.” 

“The St. Louisa meeting should 
bring together.” Smith continned, 
“in a common cause for the best 
interests of the whole country, 
those who believe that waterways 
are the safest—so far as national 
defense is concerned—and the most 
economical—so far as both con- 
sumer and producer are concerned 
—means of transportation aux- 
iliary to the already well estab- 
lished carrving mediums.”
